CATV arguments were pre- 
sented to the Board of Selectmen 
Monday night, CATV is @ system 
whereby homeowners are serviced 
for a TV antenna system which 
comes into the home over wires, 
from a central station, In addi- 
tion to the regular programs the 
CATV (for Cable Television) user 
may have other stations not nor~ 
mally used, and the CATV can be 
used by public officials for such 
announcements as No School, or 
other such matters of importance, 
In some places, the Selectmen 
were told, the City Council avails 
itself of CATV for their delivera~ 
tions. 

Presenting the arguments were 
two men named Herbert Hoffman 
und Howard Albert. They told 
the Selectmen that the company 
they represent is in Nashua,NH 
and is already licensed in Ames- 
bury, Somerville, Lowell, Everett, 
Brockton, Peabody, Malden and 
Medford, and further that they were

The Service Charge, the Select- 
men were told, would be $4.95 
per set, with a $14,95 installa~ 
tion fee, with a license fee being 
paid back to the town depending 
on the mileage pr year. 

Most of the talking was done by 
Herbert Hoffman, who gave as his 
background experience in broad- 
casting. He invited the Selectmen 
to visit the Nashua office, and 
watch the system in operation,
